Radical Defects in the Sew VcrMioa 


Pointed Oat 


A .dispatch from London gives the 


main points of the Standard's review of 
the revised Testament. The writer of 
the article asserts that, whatever schol- 
ars may think of the labors of the re 
visors, the impression produced upon 
the public mind is one of disappoint- 
ment and dissatisfaction. He contin 
ues: "It is deeply to be regretted that 
the revisers, judging by the work just 
published, have apparently forgotten 
the conditions under which the task was 
intrusted to them. It ia obvious that a 
great many of the alterations adopted 
have been approved for reasons of mere 
literary criticism, which make UH rather 
skeptical as lo the infallibility or even 
the good tuste of the revisers. Where 
no material change in the sonso or sub- 
stance of the authorized version has 
been shown to be required by the re 
visera for the proper construing of the 
original, 
they 
have, 
nevertheless, 


thought themselves justified in mending 
iho English and improving the grammai 
of passages which have struck deep root 
In the hearts and memory of the English 
people. One word has been substituted 
for another nt the whim of the New 
Testament CommiHee. 
Moods aud 


tenses havp been shifted about to sat- 
isfy some peilhiitic scheme of syntutica! 
symmetry; sentences treasured tip in 
th» popular mind and enriched beyoud 
description by the pathetic associations 
of hundreds of years, have been torturec 
and crucified into precise grammatical 
accord with the latests refinements ol 
critical labor, upon a comparison ol 
the early manuscript texts, and thus 
have been robbed of tlmr true value." 
In conclusion, the Standard writer says 
it remains now for the revisers to revise 
the text they have produced. If this 
new version is ever to be generally used 
and to superceclo the authorized version, 
many of the alterations that have been 
made must be discarded. 


A Mountain of Marble. 


The Winnemucca Silvor State says it 


is reported that the marble mountain 
down in Table Mountain district has 
bsau located, and that the quality of the 
inarblb is not excelled in the Uuitad 
States. It is said to be worth eight dol- 
lars per cubic foot in San Francisco. 
If such is the fact, the quarries will be 
vrorth as much as a rich silver mine, as 
the supply is inexhaustible. Old pros- 
pectors have known of the existence of 
this marble mountain for years, but as 
they were looking for silver mines, they 
did not consider it of sufficient value to 
bother with it.

company has withdrawn the steamer 
San Rafael and substituted the Contra 
Costa. The latter is a much less ei- 
pensive boat to ran, but is also much 
glower, aud though the public gain 25 
cents ou the fare, they lose much valu- 
able time on the trip across the bay. 


The Post adds this: 
The North Pacific Coast Railroad 


Company has accepted the decision of 
the Railroad Commissioners, and will 
charge only 25 cents, instead of 50 
cents, on the San Rafael ferry, but as 
the steamer San Rafael is a costly one 
to run, and would not earn expenses at 
25 cents, nbe will ba withdrawn and the 
old Contra Cost.i substituted.

The handsome room of the Senate 


Committee on Railroads waa the other 
day the scene of a novel exhibition. 
A 


track sixteen feet long was laid on high 
office stools, with gas mains, telegraph 
and other addenda to elevated railroads, 
besides four btations und a train of good 
sized cars. The invention, to exhibit 
which this display was made, was Mr. 
R. G. Jeaning's automatic railway sig- 
nal system. This consists in placing 
gas or electric lamps ut stated intervals 
upart, the space between the lamps con- 
stituting a block. Connected with these 
jamps is a system of pipes and electric 
wires, operated by valves, which arc 
moved by a trip lever attached to the 
locomotive. This, it is claimed, makes 
a complete and automatic block, and 
gives absolute security against accidents 
from collisions.

Haitdmaltis of Prosperity. 


IS. F. Bulletin.] 


While mining first brought California 


into prominence before the country, 
and while it has been and still is an im- 
portant element of prosperity, it is evi- 
dent that the two factors—agriculture 
and manufactures—so essential to per- 
manent growth in other sections of the 
United States and in other countries, 
must be relied upon here. Usually 
strictly mining sections are not consid- 
ered favorable for anything else. This 
was the notion of the pioneers of this 
State, who sent to Oregon and Chile for 
their flour, little thinking it worthwhile 
to pay much attention to raising wheat. 
It is said that many of the early settlers 
hud little faith that California would 
ever amount, to much as u wheat State. 
Most of them have been permitted to 
live long enough to radically change 
their views iu that respect. 
From an 


entirely dependent condition, California 
now ranks as tbe third wheat producing 
State of the Union, und last year took 
the second rank. There is no reason to 
doubt that in leas than five years it will 
outrank all other States in this respect. 
It is not alone in wheat that the State 
Qtsattaint.i, agriculturally, such prom- 
inence. It has for some time been the 
largest barley producing State in the 
country. In the matter of fruits, great 
progress has been made, both in de- 
scription and volume. In probably no 
other State is there such a variety of 
fruit produced, while the quality, is 
many respects, superior to tht* same va- 
rieties elsewhere grown. 
California is 


already the grape State of America, and 
it has a future in this line compared 
with which the past pales into insignifi- 
cance. There U little cause for com- 
plaint of our agricultural progress. We 
have the area, soil and climate, for a 
vast expansion, and it will come in time, 
when our lauds become wore subdivided 
and our population is increased.

Line Herald of a late date, and refers to 
the fight with these Indians, at wnat is 
now known as "Crook's Cave

to-day who participated in the memor- 
able action with hostile Indians at the 
"Infernal 
Caverns," 
Pit river, Cali- 


fornia, in the latter part of September, 
1867

eral brave and daring acts, in icndeiiug 
assistance to his fallen comrades, that
